London, Oct. 4.—A disfiatch from 
Dunde. Natal, to The Times, says the 
Boer attack on Fort Italia has proven to 
have been a far bigger engagement 
than could be gathered from the first re­ 
ports. The casualties on both sides in­ 
dicate the fierceness of the struggle. 
The Boer casualties are bow estimated 
at over 400. 
The British prisoners saw 
80 Boers buried on farms, and assisted 
in carrying off 75 wounded. 
The Boer prisoners said they expect­ 
ed to find Fort Italia garrison only IOO 
strong. 
The burghers lost more men than in 
any previous action this year. 
There seems no doubt, says the Times 
eorrespondent, that the Boers intended 
a combined invasion of Natal east and 
west. 
It is stated that General De Wet or­ 
dered the burghers in the northwestern 
part of Orange River Colony to concen­ 
trate at Talkop, but up to now the only 
result of the movement has been the 
Isolated invasion of Natal by a small 
commando, which can easily be driven 
back. 
British officers who were recently 
prisoners say that General Botha’s men 
aud horses are in good condition, but 
the men’s clothing were in a poor state. 
Tho British prisoners have been de­ 
prived of nearly everything they pos­ 
sessed. 
The main body of the Boers is still 
near the Zululand frontier.

Biose revision by the war office, were 
published. 
While this engagement supplies fresh 
proof that scouting is either a lost art 
or else ineffectual against the steel, the 
approach mobile aud crafty foes like 
the Boers, the veterans are satisfied 
with the fine fighting form displayed by 
Colonel Kekewioh’s command. 
They 
assert that the British army had grown 
stale while only half employed in watch­ 
ing railways and moving across long 
stretches of empty country, where the 
Boers eluded pursuit aud would not 
Btand, but that it is now again ou its 
mettle when there is real fighting. Col. 
Kekewich is regarded by South Afri­ 
cans as a vigilant officer, with a narrow 
mind and lack of flexibility. 
While he 
defended Kimberley successfully, it was 
Cecil Rhodes who recruited the volun­ 
teer force of colonials and imparted 
courage to the people of the town. 
Colonel Kekewioh did not get on well 
with Mr. Rhodes, who was the real de­ 
fender of Kimberley.

that when General French entered Kim­ 
berley, Colonel Kekewich asked him to 
put Rhodes under arrest, but 
was 
laughed at. 
He bar been one of Gen.

London, Oct. 4.—A dispatch from 
Bande, Natal, to The Times, says the 
Boer attack on Fort Italia has proven to 
have been a far bigger engagement 
than could be gathered from the first re­ 
ports. The casualties on both sides in­ 
dicate the fierceness of the straggle. 
The Boer casualties are now estimated 
at over 400. 
The British prisoners saw 
00 Boers boned on farms, and assisted 
in carrying off 75 wounded. 
The Boer prisoners said they expect­ 
ed to find Fort Italia garrison only IOO 
strong. 
The burghers lost more men than in 
any previous action this year. 
There seems no doubt, says the Times 
eorrespondent, that the Boers intended 
a combined invasion of Natal east and 
west. 
It is stated that General De Wet or­ 
dered the burghers in the northwestern 
part of Orange River Colony to concen­ 
trate at Talkop, but up to now the only 
result of the movement has been the 
isolated invasion of Natal by a small 
commando, which can easily be driven 
back. 
British officers who were recently 
prisoners say that General Botha’s men 
and horses are in good condition, but 
the men’s clothing were in a poor state. 
The British prisoners have been de­ 
prived of nearly everything they pos­ 
sessed. 
The main body of the Boers is still 
near the Zuiuland frontier.

W hile this engagement supplies fresh 
proof that scouting is either a lost art 
or else ineffectual against the steel, the 
approach mobile aud crafty foes like 
the Boers, the veterans are satisfied 
with the fine fighting form displayed by 
Colonel Kekewioh’s command. 
They 
assert that the British army had grown 
stale while only half employed in watch­ 
ing railways and moving across long 
stretches of empty country, where the 
Boers eluded pursuit aud would not 
stand, but that it is now again on its 
mettle when there is real fighting. Col 
Kekewioh is regarded by South Afri­ 
cans as a vigilant officer, with a narrow 
mind and lack of flexibility. 
While he 
defended Kimberley successfully, it was 
Cecil Rhodes who recruited the volun- 
leer force of colonials and imparted 
courage to the people of tho town. 
Colonel Kekewiob did not get on well 
with Mr. Rhodes, who was the real de­ 
fender of Kimberley. 
There is a story 
that when General French entered Kim­ 
berley, Colonel Kokewich asked him to 
put Rhodes under arrest, but 
was 
laughed at. 
He haf been one of Gen. 
Kitchener’s trusted lieutenants, as an 
experienced officer who thorough under­
